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REMARKS 

The Examiner has required an election in the present application between: 

Species I, Claims 2, 3, 5-7 and 24, drawn to a display rotation mechanism having a cam 
and position adjustment opening; 

Species II, Claims 8-10, 12 and 13, drawn to a display rotation mechanism having 
bearings; and 

Species III, Claims 14 and 16-23, drawn to a display rotation mechanism having gears to 
reduce transmission load. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicant elects Species 
III, drawn to a display rotation mechanism having gears to reduce transmission load, 
without traverse. 

Claims 14 and 16-23 are directed to the elected species. As acknowledged by the 
Examiner, no claims are generic.
